Must be Nearer the Doctor Who is Treat-

ing their l_''rt!e Girl. 


Mr. and Mrs. Sydney Simmons will 


move to Waltham July 1 in order to be 
within easy reach of Dr. Brackett of Bos- 
ton, who is treating their three-and-a- half 
years old daughter. The little girl was 
stricken with paralysis last September 
and the case was a very serious one. All 
of her limbs were affected and the child 
was rendered totally helpless. 
Dr. Mil- 


lard was called and he treated the child 
with good results. Six weeks ago it was 
decided to consult a specialist and the 
child was taken to Boston. Dr. Brackett 
was seen. Dr. Millard wrote a statement 
of the way he had treated the patient, 
and Dr. Brackett spoke very highly of it, 
saying that the proper course had been 
followed from the beginning. 
The case 


was placed in Dr. Brackett's hands and 
his treatment was attended with benefi- 
cial results. There is a steady improve- 
ment, but the process of recovery is very 
slow and the doctor says the child will 
have to be under treatment for t wo or 
three years. For this reason Mr. and Mrs. 
Simmons will move to Waltham, from 
which point Dr. Brackett's office can be 
reached very conveniently and in short 
time. Mr. Simmons is a railway clerk 
running between Troy and Boston. 
He 


and his wife have many friends who will 
regret their departure from North Adams, 
and who hope the object of their removal 
will be fully attained. 


CHASE'S MLSE LOW. 


Brightened Up Last Evening, was 


Unconscious Most the Night 


and Sank Since Morning. 


THE CHAXOES FOR RECOVERY SLIGHT. 


Physician Constantly at] the Bedside and 


Cannot Leave. Dr. Paddock Called 


for Consultation this Afternoon. 


Condition of Others Injured. 


The absorbing interest taken in the 


Cheshire accident since its occurrence is 
now continued in the condition of the in- 
jured. 


Everywhere the question is asked as to 


the condition of Editor Chase and the 
others less severely injured. 


At 1 o'clock today Dr. Kingsley of 


Cheshire sent by telephone to this office 
the following facts concerning Mr. Chase's 
condition. 


The injured man has been slowly grow- 


ing worse since moraine. At 1 o'clock 
his pul»e is bat 16. At 6 o'clock this 
morning it was 52, This low pulse is a 
bad symptom of serious brain complica- 
tions, undoubtedly a form of meningitis. 


So serious is Mr. Chase's condition con- 


sidered that Dr. Paddock will come 
from Pittsfield at 2 o'clock, when a 
consultation will be held, and the advisa- 
bility of performing an operation of tre- 
panning decided upon. 


The sick man lies in a comatose condi- 


tion from which be may be roused, but 
his vitality is very low. 


Early last evening Mr. Chase brightened 


up and was able to converse, but later he 
began failing and since then has been los- 
ing constantly, till at this hour his condi- 
tion is extremely critical with the chances 
against him. 
Up to this time Dr. Paddock has thought 
an operation unnecessary for several days 
to come, it' at all, and if an immediate 
operation be decided upon today, it is be- 
cause Mr. Chase's case has developed for 
the worse faster than expected. 


Dr. Kingsley is in constant attendance 


today and does not leave the sick man's 
bedside for any considerable time.

Galvin was thirty-five, un- 
married and was employed on the rail- 
road and boarded with O'Leary.

Albert E. Kiehmoml. 


Albert E. Richmond, an old, well known 


and respected resident, died at his home on 
Quincy street last evening in the seventy- 
sixth year of his age. His death was not 
unexpected. 
The physical vigor that 


was his until after he had passed the 
age of three score and ten began to fail 
perceptibly a year or two ago, and, though 
he was not ill it wc,s plain to be seen that 
he was gradually running down. A few 
weeks since he was confined to the house 
and his remaining strength rapidly wasted 
until the end came. His death was the 
result of a general breaking down rather 
han of any defined disease. 
Albert Edward Richmond was born at 


Pittstown, Rensselaer county, N. Y., Sep- 
;ember 23,1819. He was the son of Josiah 
and Phoebe Warren Richmond, his mother 
being a descendant of General Warren of 
Revolutionary fame. His ancestors came 
from Rhode Island and settled in the 
town of Hoosick, N. Y. When a boy Mr. 
Richmond lived for some time in this 
town with his uncle, Captain Edward 
Richmond, one of the pioneer manufac- 
turers of North Adams and builder of the 
old stone mill on River street, now 
the property of the Windsor company. 
His parents moved to Hoosick and kept 
for some years the famous hotel at Potter 
Hill, in the town of Hoosiek, on the old 
'stone road" to Troy, over which all the 
tea ning for this section was done before 
the days of railroads. When a young man 
Mr. Richmond engaged in mercantile bus- 
iness at-Hoosick Corners, becoming a 
member of a firm which conducted a gen- 
eral country store, and he was there for 
several years. His character and ability 
were recognized and he was elected to the 
New York assembly in 1852, in which 
office he served to the entire satisfaction 
of his district. In 1S57 be married Anna 
M. Quackenbush of Hoosick and three 
years later, in 1860, he came to North Ad- 
ams and bought the old Berkshire house 
—the old part of the present Richmond 
house—which at that time was the only 
hotel in town. He conducted the hotel 
till 1885, when he sold out to the late D. S. 
Simonds of Greenfield. He then bought 
the Mansion house in Troy, N. Y., but 
sold out after managing it for a little over 
one year and located in Pittsfleld, where 
he reopened the Berkshire house, stand- 
ing on the present site of the Berkshire 
Life insurance company's building at the 
corner of North and West streets. He 
soon abandoned that enterprise and re- 
turned to this town and bought out Mr. 
Simonds, to whom he had sold the Berk- 
shire house in 1865. In 1869 he built the 
new part of the hotel on State street and 
changed the name from the Berkshire to 
the Richmond house. 
Mr. Richmond 


managed the hotel very successfully till 
1887, when he leased it to L. L. Scott and 
retired 
from 
business. 
The 
hotel 


has 
been 
leased 
from 
that 
time. 


His late pleasant and 
commodious 


home on Quincy street was built by him 
about ten years ago. He was elected to 
the lower house of the Massachusetts leg- 
islature in 1888 and had served as a mem- 
ber of the prudential committee of the 
fire district and director of the North Ad- 
ams Gas Light company. He was a mem- 
ber of the North Adams club and a di- 
rector of the Hoosac Valley Street Rail- 
way company at the time of his death. 
Mr. Richmond was a quiet, but genial and 
friendly man, and he became widely, 
known through his connection with the 
hotel business here and in other places. 
He always made his hotel comfortable 


and home-like and for many years he was 
one of the most popular landlords in 
this part of the state. He was a good 
citizen, neighbor and friend, and in poli- 
tics he was a staunch Republican. He 
was a man of intelligence and good busi- 
ness judgment and one result of his busi- 
ness career was the accumulation of a sub- 
stantial property. Though a man of few 
words, he was firm in his support of the 
town's best interests at all times and he 
will be remembered as one of the solid 
men who in the past did so much toward 
developing the town, which when he 
came here was but a country village of no 
special importance. Most of the men 
who were active here at that time passed 
on to the hereafter before him, and his 
decease removes another from the small 
number now remaining. 


Mr. Richmond leaves a widow, twto 


sons and a daughter,—C. Q. Richmond, 
president of the Hoosac Valley Street 
Railway company, W. W. Richmond, 
treasurer of the Hoosac savings bank and 
Miss Grace Richmond, all of this town. 
Two brothers and a sister also survive 
him,—Theodore C. Richmond of Johnson- 
ville, N. ¥., Warren Richmond, who lives 
on the old homestead at Potter Hill, N. 
Y., and Mrs. Ruth R. Baucus of Troy, N. 
Y. 


The funeral will be attended from his 


late home Monday afternoon at 2.30 
o'clock, Rev. I. C. Smart of Pittsfield offi- 
ciating.

Malnutrition 
is a common means of destroying such 
children, and another frequent cause 01 
death among infants is "-ajiffocation while 
in bed with their parents.'1 It is said that 
more than M) per cent of "accidental 
deaths" are of children who die in tint 
way.
